Americans 
see 
the 
energy crisis as a real threat 
and say they are cutting back 
their energy usage as President 
Nixon has asked. Others say 
they don’t believe the crisis is 
as bad as it’s portrayed. 
“ We turned the thermostat 
down to 69 after President Nix­ 
on made his announcement,” 
says Mrs. Stanley Korosec of 
Cleveland in a typical reply. 
“ It’s 
uncomfortable, 
but 
we 
dress for it. We wear sweaters 
and put more blankets on the 
bed.” 
A random survey shows the 
most mentioned methods by in­ 
dividuals for cutting back on 
energy consumption are: driv­ 
ing at an efficient 50 m.p.h., 
lowering 
the 
thermostat 
to 
about 68 degrees and turning 
off unnecessary lights. 
“ We’re freezing.'* says Mrs. 
William Fridley of Seattle. “ We 
used to keep the thermostat at 
7 5 to 7 8 degrees. It’s turned1 
down to below' 7 0.“ 
She says her family has de­ 
cided against buying a second! 
car and her husband is talking 
about joining a car pool. 
“ I refuse to buy any more ri­ 
diculous appliances like electric 
knives and can openers. We’ve 
got 
just 
too 
many 
con­ 
veniences.” 
But there are some doubters, 
people who question the depth 
of the crisis or pooh pooh it al­ 
together. 
Howard V. 
McCann Sr. of 
Middleton. Pa. says he hasn’t 
done 
anything 
special 
about 
Nixon’s call. He says he has al­ 
ways been pretty conservative 
about his use of power anyhow. 
He says cutting the speed to a 
maximum of 50 on Pennsylva­ 
nia roads wouldn’t bother him. 
“ But I actually don’t see any 
reason for it," the skilled me 
chanic says. “ About this fuel 
shortage. I’m not sure whether 
to believe them or not. I can’t 
see where it’s at right now." 
New York City real estate 
consultant 
Michael 
Levine 
blames the whole thing on polit­ 
ical favoritism: 
“ I 
won’t comply with 
the 
President’s request. It’s just a 
tactic by Nixon’s friends in the 
oil business to justify a 100 per 
cent 
rise in 
gasoline prices. 
We’ve had the wheat deal, the 
milk deal — this will be the gas 
deal."

Champaign. 111., is quite sure 
there’s a crisis. “ No gas station 
is giving me glasses or stadium 
blankets or God know what this 
fall’’ to get his business. 
Wildhagen plans to cover the 
insides of all his windows which 
don’t have storm sashes and to 
seal all window's with calking 
cord. 
Ken Patterson, a San Diego 
businessman, has tried driving

tell you it’s tough, with people 
yelling at you and blowing their 
horns.

N E W Y O RK (A P )—Los An­ 
geles and Lake Placid, N.Y., 
were tentatively selected Satur­ 
day as the U.S. bid cities for 
the 
1980 summer and winter 
Olympics respectively. 


E. Nevvbold Black, chairman 
of 
the 
U.S. 
Olympic 
Com­ 
mittee’s 
site 
selection 
com­ 
mittee, 
said 
the 
designations 
would be announced to the In ­ 
ternational Olympic Committee 
before March 31, 1974. 


Los Angeles and Lake Placid 
were the sole American bidders 
for the 1980 games. Canada has 
officially 
selected 
Vancouver, 
B.C., as its bid for the winter 
Olympics and Moscow was cho­ 
sen by the Soviet Union to try 
for the summer games. 


Black said the “ tentative des­ 
ignations’’ by the 60 members 
of the USOC board of directors 
could 
be 
rescinded. 
He 
in­ 
dicated he was not optimistic 
about Lake Placid being named 
the 1980 Winter Olympics site 


by the IOC because of Denver’s 
late withdrawal in bidding for 
the 1976 winter games. 


J. Bernard Fell, chairman of 
the Lake Placid Olympic organ­ 
izing committee, said he was 
pleased 
with 
the 
designation, 
but added: “ I think it is totally 
unfair for any future American 
city to be held guilty for the 
failure of Denver to fulfill its 
commitment.”

Schroeder is not talking about 
mail from the inmates’ families 
but letters from citizens who 
have never met their convict 
correspondents.

everchanging 
attitudes on the part of those 
outside the prison community. 
And 
possibly 
make 
a

writing.’

i n g r e d i e n t s with known 
allergic reactions

produ cts wh ose ingredients — 
or one particu lar ingredient

or h er own ch oice for v alu e 
and u se.

A: Sodiu m ery thorbate is a 
salt of ery thorbic acid, some­ 
tim es called isoascorbic acid. 
It is sy nthesized from su gar 
and is not a blood deriv ativ e. 
Lecithin is related to fats and 
is fou nd in all liv ing organ­ 
isms. both plant and animal. 
The ty pe u sed chiefly in the 
food indu stry is u su ally ob 
tained 
from 
soy beans 
and 
corn. Blood is not u sed as a 
com mercial sou rce of lecithin. 
In fact, federal gov ernment 
sou rces say they know of no 
foods in which blood is u sed.

A tourist just back from England 
w ns waiting wlion tho Pilgrims 
errived at Plymouth Rock. 
His nam e w as Squanto, he w as 
an Indian, and he welcomed the 
new com ers in English. He didn’t 
know the Pilgrims w ere coming, but 
be might have guessed. 
At least eight other ships had 
visited 
or 
sailed 
by 
“Plimouth 
H arbour” by the time the May­ 
flow er w allowed in from the icy 
A tlantic on Decem ber 22, 1620. 
* Now, more than 350 years later, 
thousands claiming to be descen­ 
dants of those 103 Pilgrims who 
"cam e over on the M ayflower” a re 
making 
reverse 
pilgrim ages 
to 
England and Holland. 
M any more visit Plimouth Planta­ 
tion in M assachusetts to see the 
replica of tho original settlem ent 
w here tho w ay of life is portrayed 
as it w as in those early years. 
For nearly a century before the 
Pilgrims landed, the New England 
coastline w as cruised by trad ers, 
fisherm en, 
privateers, 
and 
ex­ 
plorers searching for a N orthw est 
Passage to the O rient. 
T here, w ere slave hunters, too, 
an d in 1614 Squanto w as among 20 
breves taken to Spain and sold for 
90 pounds each. . 
According to the sketchy details 
af his odyssey, he was rescued by 
ldndly Spanish friars who restored 
bis faith in white men. • * 


Greeted the Pilgrims 


Then, somehow, Squanto made 
his w ay to England w here he was 
taken in by the family of John Slany, 
an officer in a com pany trying to 
colonize Newfoundland. The Indian 
learned English and acquired a bit 
of schooling. 
In 1619 Squanto joined a ship 
sailing to the New W orld and 
. w orked his w ay along the coast 
back to Plymouth. According to 


South of Boston at Plymouth is where it all began with 
the landing of the Pilgrims in 1620. Visitors to Plymouth 
today see Mayflower II-a n accurate reconstruction of 
the first ship. 


legend, Squanto’s stories of English 
kindness 
wiped 
out 
bitterness 
before the Pilgrims landed. 
Squanto becam e an all-around 
good friend of the Pilgrims, serving 
ns am bassador and interpreter with 
the local tribes, teaching Indian 
ways such as planting corn, and in 
general helping them survive the 
rigors of their new life. 
They needed all the help they 
could get. That first w inter 53 of 
them died in w hat w as probably a 
flu epidemic. 
But from the beginning they also 
were self-reliant. The Monday the 
Pilgrims stepped ashore after 66 
days at sea, the Pilgrim women set 
up tubs on the beach and scrubbed 
their w ay through the trip’s accu­ 
mulation of dirty clothes — starting 
a 350-year old tradition of M onday 
w ashdays. 
One of the first things the men 
did w as build a brew ery to resupply 
a dietary staple of the day. They 
might have sailed on south to land 
in an easier climate except that — 
as one journal noted — “ We could 
not take time for further search or 
consideration, our victuals being 
much spent — especially our beer.” 
W here the Pilgrims supposedly 
stepped ashore — Plymouth Rock — 
lay ignored for many years before 
the citizens of Plymouth, M assa­ 
chusetts, 
recognized 
it

memento of the country's founding.

The paving crew has moved elsewhere, its work finished in front of 
the building manned by those never deterred by rain, sleet or snow. 
The automobile had not yet intruded on the scene when this photo 
graced local post cards and horses and wagons shared Broadway with 
trolley cars. 


The automobile was King of the Road when this scene along 
Broadway in the Post Office area was recorded by the camera for 
posterity. But the columned building with its pert cupola looked much 
the same as in pre-car years, with the possible exception of the lower, 
placement of Old Glory. 


It was the winter of 1970 and the old Central Post Office was 
abandoned, silent and shorn of its former glory. Workmen had 
already demolished its cupola and roof and, soon, only rubble would 
cover the site. Doomed to the architectural graveyard, little effort had, 
been made to save the once celebrated landmark for history and 
posterity. 


Still King of the Road is the automobile in 1973, but sharing its reign 
on the highways and byways are the hamburger drive-ins of national 
chains, the portable billboard on wheels, the fast milk shake and the 
plate of french fries. Where, once a quaint cupola soared, a plastic 
clown head nods—and where stately columns stood now stands Jack in 
the Box.

rigged sailing vessels. Called “Oper­ 
ation Sail ’76,” this 
event will 
center on Now York Harbor and tho 
South Street Seaport Restoration. 
Highlight of the celebration will 
be the magnificent spectacle 
of 
pennant-bedecked • sailing 
ships 
from all over the world. Beforo 
cruising majestically past the Statue 
of Liberty, some of these splendid 
ships will compete in a transatlantic 
race from Spain to Bermuda. 
Ships from other seas will rendez­ 
vous there with them and U.S. ships. 
They will then race to Newport, 
before sailing to New York. 
On July 4th, the visiting flotilla will 
pass in formal review for a tradi­ 
tional New York harbor reception by 
government officials aboard a U.S. 
Navy aircraft carrier. The sailing 
vessels will be escorted into port by 
an armada of harborcraft, sloops 
and 
sailboats 
skimming 
swiftly 
alongside. Ocean liners and tug­ 
boats will tie down their whistles to 
blast a thunderous welcome. 
The South Street Seaport, head­ 
quarters for the event, is the center 
of a project to restore th e colonial 
S ettin g of a five-block area along 
New York’s Fast River waterfront. 
By July, 1976, South Street plan­ 
ners hope to have made great pro-- 
gross on the ambitious project now 
under way. It is a plan conceived by 
men nostalgic for the adventurous 
days of sailing history . . . The years 
when graceful clipper ships raced 
from New York to China. Alter 
rounding the perilous Capo Horn, 
the clippers stopped onroute at San 
. Francisco . . . 90 days or so to 
’Frisco, about 46 more to Hong Kong. 
As early as 1818, packet ships 
sailed from New York to Europe on 


regular schedules. The crossings 
took two months . . . Until 1900, half 
the deep-water tonnage under tho 
American flag consisted of sailing 
ships. 
. The Seaport restoration area en­ 
compasses the old Fulton Street Fish 
Market site, Schermerhorn Row' and 
some South Street piers. Several 
small museums, an art gallery, the­ 
atre, maritime shops and restau­ 
rants are planned for the project. 
| For a permanent exhibition at its 
piers, the Seaport has already ac­ 
quired a small fleet of representa­ 
tive vessels to bo reconditioned and 
refitted. 
Seaport funds have Como pri­ 
marily from the transfer sale of 
valuable air rights owned by the 
site. But tho project relies heavily on 
gifts 
and 
restoration 
work 
by 
volunteers. 
The Seaport Fleet includes an 
1885 
square-rigged merchantman 
from the India and China trade, a 
four-masted 
sailing 
ship 
that 
rounded Cape Horn several times, a 
Gloucester fishing schooner, a two- 
masted schooner, tho original Am­ 
brose Channel lightship, a harbor 
passenger 
ferryboat, 
a 
Hudson 
River side-wheeler Dayliner, and 
such typical harbor workhorses as a 
ship-to-shoro cargo lighter and a 
tugboat. 
Someday, those w’ho love sailing 
ships will see tho colonial port 
setting restored and tho Seaport 
scene may remind them of John 
Masefield’s vision of a ship under 
sail at dusk: 
“Then in the sunset’s flush 
they went aloft, 
And unbent sails in that 
most lovely hour, 
When the light gentles and 
the wind is soft, 
And beauty in tho heart 
breaks liko a ilouor.”
